TO SUE FOR LAND WORTH $1,000,000. 


Heirs of John Irwin to Fight for Property 
: Be Let Slip Away. 

Cover, Buvrrs, Ia., Oct. 12.— Two hun- 
dred civil suits will be filed next week by the 
heirs of John Irwin to recover 15,000 acres 
of land in Western Iowa, valued at a mill- 
ion dollars. The story of the title 
when stripped of the legal phraseology 
is an interesting one. It starts bac« in 
the early fifties, when John Irwin, an active, 
vigorous pusher from Ohio, with foresight as 
to the possibilities of the then virgin West, 
came into Iowa and began entering land on 
military bounty warrants. He gathered upa 
mass of patents, securing the title to many 
acres, and then settled back into a 
life of mental imactivity 80 far 
as his rights to the property 
was concerned, Broken in mind, he seems to 
have paid little or no attention to business, 
and in the course of time these thousands of 
acres slipped from him, being sold for taxes. 
From these tax deeds other transfers were 
made and owners settled upon the farms, and 
improvements and increased valuation 
have gone on, and yet the de- 
mented ud eccentric old man made 
no voluntary relinquishment of his title by 
deed or otherwise, but simply let it sleep. 
There are about 15,000 acres involved, em- 
bracing some of the choicest land in Iowa, 
scattered along from Missouri to Minnesota. 
Irwin died several months ago. His heirs 
have got his papers arranged so that the suits 
can be commenced at once.

At 9 o’clock George E. Adams, President of 
the Twentieth Century club, introduced Mr. 
Doyle to those present as the English noveli¥t 
of the day. The address was well received 
and the delivery of it was interrupted through- 
out with laughter and applause. He said in 
part: 

It is in the literature of a great country 
that there lies the most permanent of its 


glories. All elge may pase away. Nations 


have been rich and have become poor, have 
founded empires and have lost them, but in 
these days a national literature cannot be 
lost. That isan asset upon which one can 
always count. Come what may it still re- 


remember, however, that in every age 
critics have been inclined to take a gloomy 
view of the era in which they have lived. Each 
generation lives in the shadow of that which 
preceded it. It is not a peculiarity of the liter- 
ary critic, but it isa trait of general human 
nature that the thing which is far off should 
seem superior to that which is near. 

In surveying the fiction of the day it is 
impossible to deny that we have no living 
writer who can be said to occupy anything 
approaching the position which was held by 
Dickens or by Thackeray in the last genera. 
tiom. In Thomas Hardy and in George Mer- 
edith we have two novelists of remarkable 
power, but neither of them has been able to 
attain the hold of the public which would en- 
title him to rank in popular estimation with 
his great predecessors. And yet if name for 
name writers might compare unfavorably 
now with the men and women who threw a 
luster upon the first half of the Victorian era, 
it is none the less a fact, I think, that fiction, 
as an att, has improved during that time, that 
writers have a more clear conception of the 
laws which govern it, and if very great writers 


ate Wanting the average remains as high aa. 


Cosmopolitan in Its Character. 

“The world-wide expansion of the English- 
speaking races has, I think, had a marked ef- 
fect upon British literature in general by ren- 
dering it less insular and broadening the scope 
of ite interests. It is remarkable how cos- 
mopolitan our literature has become, and that 
in a comparatively short time, with 
a tendency to become more accent- 
vated from year to year. There was 
a time when, not so long ago, British 
literature meant practically the literature 
of London. It has so outgrown the mother 
country that we import as much as we ex- 
port. We have only to compare it in fiction 
with the fiction of France or of Germany to 
see how world-wide is its character. The 
most brilliant philosophical romance of re- 
cent years was written in the South African 
Veidt, reproducing something of the glamour 
and sadness which hangs over its place of 
origin. The greatest master of the short tale 
has been furnished to us by India. Stevenson is 
giving us a literature of the South Seas full 
of the beat of the waves and the rustle of the 
palm leaves. Rider Haggard has shown us 
the romance which always hangs over the 
frontier line of civilization, the debatable 
land where the white pioneer is impinging on 
the black. Australia and Canada have not 
been silent. The one has given us Ralph 
Bolderwood and Hornung, the other Gilbert 
Parker and Robert Barr. Across all the seas 
we have Ango-Celtic voices telling of their 
trials and their pleasures, their joys and their 
sorrows. With these branches still sprouting 
from the sound old mother stem, it is, I think, 
permissible to hope that the future of our 
literature may be not less but more brilliant 
than the past. 

Hardy and Meredith have been before the 
public too long to come fairly within the scope 
of these remarks. Meredith, I think, on ac- 
count of his subtie intellect, his originality of 
phrase, and his sympathy with woman will al- 
ways have a niche of his own in our litera- 
ture. The danger is that his obscurity may 
impair the permanent value of his work, for 
we cannot help feeling that that which we our- 
selves find difficult to understand, although we 
live in the very days of which he talks, will 
present a more formidable problem to our 
descendants who live under different sur- 
roundings. Yet with every deduction his very 
best still remains the very best we have. 
Tnomas Hardy, again, on account of his boid 
treatment of life, his pure English and hi 
knowledge of and sympathy with nature both 
in its largest and in ite smallest manifesta- 
tions, ig worthy of rank with the highest. 

I the last generation of novelists were all 
largely under the influence of Dickens, it is 
no less true that those who are now rising are 
strongly tinged with Robert Louis Stevenson. 


Stevenson is one of the very few Engiish writ- |. 


ers who has been successful both in the book 
and in the short story. He can claim to 
have mastered the whole gamut of fiction. 


tion of style it is a continuous joy to find the 
unerrmg way in which he lays his pen to the 
one word which is suited to hia purpose. His 
phrases come upon us with a pleasantsense of 
novelty, and yet express the meaning with ad- 
mirable iseness. And then, what a power 
he has of saying in the briefest space just 
those few words which stamp the impression 
upon the reader’s mind. 
Praise for Olive Schreiner. 

But I will pass on to speak of one who 
strikes a deeper note than Stevenson, and yet 
is couched in a style which is hardly inferior 
to his own. I allude to Miss Olive Schreiner 
in “* The Story ofan African Farm.“ Now, 
if this book were quite new to you, and of 
course it isn’t, but if it were and you were 
asked to deduce from it what manner of per- 
son the writer was, would you not say that it 
was some man of science, some deep thinker 
who was endeavoring to reconcile his 
large material knowledge with his high 
spiritual aspirations? And yet it was really. 


heart for an ink pot it is this one. The pas- 
sionate energy of it, the condensed strength, 
the cry of pain which rings in every 
chapter, all Speak 80 plainly of a great 
and noble nature which finds itself 160 
lated, which is driven in upon itself, 
which has too much spirituality to be able to 
pass the great problems of the universe and 
which grapples them alone, sngle-handed, 
without flinching or illusions. The thoughts 
and emotions which under happier circum- 
stances might have been confided to sympa- 
thetic friends have been poured straight 
from her weary soul to her manuscript. In 
her loneliness she has broken through that 
narrow circle and taken the world into her 
confidence. 

“Tn er dra wing of our homely 
peasant folk of the last generation Mr. Hardy 
has, of course, taken the lead. But within 
the last few years Scotland has produced, in 
Mr, J. M. Barrie, a writer who has so keen an 
insight into the character of her people, so 
sympathetic a tone in drawing their joys and 
their sorrows, that I believe that some of his 
work will be handed down in Scotland with a 
pride of national possession. It has the 
eternal value which lies in truth. There is a 
magnificent simplicity about his style, but it 
is the simplicity which is the outcome of the 
highest art. 

‘‘ Another writer wham it would be impos- 
sible to overlook in any sketch, however 
slight, of the younger influences in British 
fiction is Mr. Quilles Couch, or Q as he 
prefers to call himself upon the title page of 
the book, He is the product of the Cornish 
coast and of an Uxford college, with his asso- 
ciations oscillating between the wild cliffs of 
Fower and the scholarly charm of the old uni- 
versity. Something of these two influences 
may be seen in his style, varying from deli- 
cate finish of some of his shorter stories to 
the large dashing effects of his books of ad- 
venture. In the short story ‘Q’ has few 
equals, and his ‘Noughts and Crosses’ is 
one of the most brilliant ecollections of this 
sort which I can name. 

Dash of Rudyard Kipling. 

And now I come toa Writer who is more 
difficult to place than any of those of whom I 
have already spoken, because he is less con- 
sistent and because if his virtues are more 
brilliant his faws are also more apparent. I 
mean Mr. Rudyard Kipling. It is easy in 
cold blood to speak about those flaws, but 
who can stop to criticise when he is reading 
the tales themselves? One is carried off one’s 
feet by the rush and go of them) His enthu- 
siasm, his full-blooded virility, his sympathy 
with all that ie most dear to our nature, with 
horses, with ships, with outdoor life, and 
gallant deeds, these are the things which win 
our hearts, His only novel, The Light That 
Failed, was, I think, in spite of 
many brilliant passages, less satisfactory as 
a work of art than his short stories. He has 
been ahd is a political force to a greater ex- 
tent than any other writer of fiction. So 
much, ladies and gentlemen, for our younger 
writers of fiction. And you must not look 
upon fiction as an evil thing nor as a 
mere luxury and pastime eitner. It 


‘is one of the most vital things in the 


world. It is what the people mainly read, 
ana what they read they think and what they 
think they do. It molds the characters and 
the actions of men, and when one thinks what 
a single novel could do, of the thousands of 
weary hours that it has lightened, of the sad- 
hearted whem it has taken from their 
troubles, of the sick men who have been 
cheered by it, of the spent business-men 
whose thoughts have been taken into other 
channels, it is, I think. doubtful whether any 
other form of human work can confer so 
much pleasure to one’s fellow-creatures. 

It you could follow the ultimate effects of 
one good cheery novel you wouid realize that 
the novelist is very close to the philanthropist, 
and Iam sure that you agree with me that a 
man can have no higher aim and no nobler 
ambition than that of lightenmg by one 
feather the load of care which darkens so many 
Ures.

DARING ROBBERY IN CALIFORNIA. 


Bandits Hold Up a Southern Pacific Train 
and Secure Over $50,000, 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Oct. 12.—The bandits 
who held up a Southern Pacific overland train 
a few miles west of Sacramento late last night 
and looted the Wells-Pargo company express 
carwecured over $50,000. They seem to have 
eluded the officers and escaped with their 
plunder, which was nearly ali in gold coin, 
and consequently a heavy burden. The 
astounding success of the hold up was not 
known until this afternoon. Earlier reports 
of the robbery gave the amount of money taken 
as $1,500. The truth came out, however, 
when the Southern Pacific issued a circular 
offermg a reward of $10,000 for the arrest 
of the two robbers and the recovery ot the 
plunder. In this circular, it is said, the ban- 
dits plundered the express car of over $50,- 
000 in gold. The circular announces the 
Southern Pacific company and the Wells- 
Fargo company will pay $2,500 for the cap- 
ture of each robber and $5,000 for the recov- 
ery of the money, or a proportionate amount 
for any part of the whole.

The robbery was a daring one. Four sacks 
of coin were secured from the express car, 
and Messenger Paige barely escaped with his 
life. Three hundred pounds of coin were 
taken. Engineer Bill Seott of the Oregon 
Overland and his fireman were forced at the 
muzzle of a revolver to carry coin sacks from 
the express car to the engine, There 
the robbers uncoupled the engine 
and rode off with their »ooty. The 
robbers waylaid the track walker, tied him 
hand and foot. stole $5, and left him helpless 
at the side of the track. The robbers then 
signaled the train to stop. Scott slowed up, 
but did not come to a full stop until the ex- 
plosion of dynamite bombs under the engine 
warned him it was useless to proceed further. 
By this time the two robbers were on the en- 
gine. They sprang on from opposite sides of 
the track and began shooting at once, The 
passengers and train hands say quite a num- 
ber of shots were fired before anybody knew 
what it was all about. The robbers made the 
engineer and fireman dismount and walked 
them back with rifles at their heads to 
the rear of the express car, where the 
victims were ordered to uncouple the train. 
This was done speedily, and before the ex- 


pressman, mail clerk, or any of the train | 


hands knew what was going on the engine was 
speeding ahead and drawing only the two 
forward mail cars and Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
express car. They went ahead five miles with 
the robbers, the engineer and fireman on the 
engine. The rest ot the train remained at 
Sheep Camp, in imminent peril of being tel- 
escoped by the Uregon trainin the rear. When 
the captured cars were halted Engineer Scott 
and the fireman were marched back to the ex- 
press car, where the robbers made a demand 
on Messenger Paige to open his door. He re. 
fused.

INTEREST IN REVIEWING BOARD, 
In a Few Days It Will Meet to Pass on 
Nominating Papers. : 

It has been decided by the authorities: at 
Springfield that the positions of Senator and 
member of the House are State offices and 
that the certificates of nomination by conven- 
tion and by petition for these places must be 
passed upon by the State Reviewing Board. 
The board will meet in a few days to review 
the nominating papers. The Republican State 
committee has passed upon all contests 
and has certified to the nomination of the 
candidates it believed were entitied to places 
on the ticket. Should the reviewing board 
set aside the finding of the committee and 
recognize the contestants as the regular 
‘nominees of the party it will establish u pre- 
cedent that it is believed will be exceedingly 
bad and may at some time operate against the 
Democratic party. If the Reviewing Board 
has the right to overthow the finding of the 
committee there is no reason why the Demo- 
crats could not start a bogus contest in every 
district in the State and practizally control 
the question of who should be the candidates 
of the Republican party for the General 
Assembiy.

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EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON DOES BAT- 
TLE FOR His PARTY. 


Hoosiers Are Aroused by the Apt Speeches 
All the Way from Indianapolis to 
Evansvilie-Iu the Latter City the Chief 
Address of the Day Is Made to a Great 
Crowd=Democracy Is Held Responsible 
for Business Depression — How Reet 
procity Was Stricken Down, 


Evansviii28, Ind., Oct, 12.—Gen. Benjamin 
Harrison spoke to 5,000 e in Evans 
Hall tonight. It was the con g address 
in a series of eight, beginning early this fore- 
noon at Clayton and ranging down the State 
through Plainfield, Brazil, Greencastle, Sul- 
livan, Terre Haute, Vincennes, and Prince- 
ton. The smallest gathering was at Plain- 
field, the largest at Evans wille, but the en- 
thusiasm was as great at the former place as 
the latter, and while Terre Haute turned out 
10,000 people to greet the ex.President the 
10,000 were not one bit more cordial in their 
greeting than were the residents of country 
hamlets along the line who turned out to 
cheer the truin as it flew by. 

Gen. Harrison was ia his best form. His 
ability asan extempore speaker was never 
more apparent, and while all the places vis- 
ited were not by any means Republican 
strongholds, he was everywhero received with 
hearty cheers and listened to with respect. At 
Terre Haute the entire town seemed to have 
turned out. Naylor’s Opera- House was 
crowded to suffocation, and while 3,500 peo- 
ple secured admission twice that number were 
forced to remain outside, contenting them- 
selves with echoing the applause that greeted 
Gen. Harrison's strong points, He was intro- 
dured by Richard W. Thompson, the Ancient 
Mariner of the Wabash,“ who despite his four 
score years is still an active campaigner, and 
who aroused the audience to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm in presenting the 
orator of the day. But there 
was no lack of cordiality at any point along 
the line, and when the train reached this city 
several thousand people were found braving 
the drizzle to greet the ex- President.

Bat now we have come to a time when the 
country has endowed the Democratic. party 
with power to deal with this question.

There is not a farmer here 
who does not know that he tests the question as 
to whether he has prospered on his farm by cast- 
ing the balance between the value of what he 
brings to town to séil and the value of what he 
buys in town and takes home. 

That is not ail. Everybody knows that every- 
body was busy. Everybody knows that every mill 
was running. The comforts of life as distributed 
among our people were greater than ever before. 
But wheat was low and some of our farmers be- 
came discontented. Bat now what do we see? 
Wheat has not appreciated, but bas gone lower 
than ever befure a memory of any farmer 
who hears me. It has been hard to.get enough 
of it in the shape of flour sometimes in the home 
of the workingman; but it has been so cheap 
that it has in some places gone into 
the hog trough I said some years ago 
that the America workingman had the 
most favored lot of any workingman in the 
world, and this was evidericed by the fact that 
the gates of Castle Garden always swing in- 
ward to the workingmen seeking our shore. The 
workingman knows the land of promise as well 
as the swallow knows the land of summer. I 
could not say that today, because the gates of 
Castle Garden have been swinging ontward. That 
is one of the few amelicrating conditions in con- 
nection with the distress of the country that per- 
haps our population has diminished. We do not 
need any y here who thinks he knows of a bet- 
ter place, and lam glad that to such the gates 
have swung outward. It is a chimorical sugges- 
tion that we can bringin a time when the work- 
ingman wiil be fully employed at ramunerative 
wages and the mill be losing money. 


Cause of the Depression. 


The relations of capital to laborin that regard 
are such that the one cannot prosper without 
sharing its prosperity in a meastre with the 
other, and it is impossible that there should be 
protitabie employment for labor when the owner 
of the mill would just as soon shut down a3 not.

saler is promptiy and liberally paid for his 
loyalty.

Sad rie in His Life. 


Iknow not what you may think, but to me 
there is something inexpressibly sad in the crisis 
which came to Gen. Thomas in 1861. it seems 
to us so easy to choose whom we would serve.

Gov. Crawford appointed Edmund G. Ross, 
then a journeyman omg at Lawrence, to 
succeed Lane, and when the Legislature met 
he was elected to fill the unexpirea term. 
Ross was nota strong man and he presented 
a striking contrast to his brilliant predecessor. 
He was a loyal Republican and was looked 
upon as the persunification of-horesty. In 
the Senate he made the same error that re- 
sulted in the downfeli and tragic ending of 
Lane. He sympathized with President Jobn- 
son and voted not guiity”’ in the impeach- 
ment trial. That act alone damned him for 
all time in the estimation of Kan«as Repub- 
iieans and he became a. political outcast. 
He found a reiug? in the Democratic 
party, but misfortune followed bim where- 
ever he went. He was the Demacratic can- 
didate for Governor of Kansas in 1880 and 
shortly after his deieat he went to New 
Mexico, where be eked out a precarious ex- 
istence as a compositor, occasionally getting 
a temporary: position as an ed. tor. When 
C.eveiand was elected President the first time 
he appointed Ross Governor of the Territory. 
His aiministration was a failure. He engen- 
dered party strife, made many enemies and 
few friends, When he retired from the ex- 
ecutive chair he was well nigh: penniless, and 
moved to the little Town of Deming, where 
he established a smail weekly newspaper. He 
ives there now, but has been compelied to 
dispose of his newspaper office, 

Two Next 'quaally Unfortunate. 


Alexander Caldwell was tne successor of 
Ross in the United States Senate. It was 
that Caidwell’s election was obtained 
by whole-a.e bribery and the Senate Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections instituted an 
investigation. The evidence brought out was 
overwhelmingly against hin and before the 
committee submitted its report he was per- 
mitted to resign, thus saving himself the dis- 
grace of expuision. He held the position a 
tittle more than two yeurs. 

Gov. Osborn . Robert Crozier to 
fill the vacancy, but when the Legisiature met 
in 1874 Gov. James Harvey was elected for 
the remainder of the term, which was two 
years, Harvey was not a success as a Sena- 
ter and at theexpiration of his term retired 
to private life. He was never heard of again 
until 1890. when he was a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Congress from 
the Fifth District, but was defeated in the 
on vention. Last year he was honored by 
being eiected Chairman of the Republican 
county convention in Geary County.

In * Sorrow and Song,” by Coulson Kerna- 
han (J. B. Lippincott company), a book 
which might as well be called Pain and 
Poetry,” or any other similar alliterative and

though it is intended to be complimentary. 
The last chapter, which treats of 
Marston, is the best, use it gives 
an appreciative notice of a minor 
poet in whom many lovers of modern verse 
wore ‘interested. “On an occasion when 
Marston .was not present,” says Mr. Kerna- 
han, the name of Arthur O'Shaughnessy 
was mentioned arid the excellence of his lyric. 
commended. * Yes,’ said Rossetti, *O’Shaugb- 
nessy hus done some good work, but that 
Philip Marston stands at the head of all the 
younger men is, I think, beyond question.’ 
Thu was high praise from such a quarter, 
but Rossetti s estimate of Marston will always 


to some extent be discounted by those who | 
remember that the blind poet was himeelf of |

Fortunate, fur the 
reason that Marston couid scarcely have 
chosen a more consummate master of son 
under whom to perfect the gift with whieh 
he himseif was enaowed ; unfortunate, because 
the —＋ Fg wsdl love and reverence for his 
master him so to saturate himself with his 
master’s work that his thoughts took colormg 
from Rossetti to an extent which tended to 
subordinate his own irdividuality.” 

Marston died in 1887, and in 1891 his un- 
published poems were issued under the title 
of * A Last Harvest.” Peculiar interest is 
lent to this volume by the fact that it made 
its appearance after his death. The most 
notable poem in the collection is the open: 
lyric, in which under the metaphor o 
* Love’s Pleasure- House,“ Marston sings his 
worship of the physical beauty of woman- 
hood. The poem is reminiscent of Edgar 
Allan Poe: 

Love built for himself a Pleasure-House— 
A Pleasure-House fair to see; 

The roof was guid, and the walls thereof 
Were delicate ivory.

It is not known just how exten- 
siveiy the matter has been discussed, but the 
comparison of views appears to have pro- 
ceeded so far that it is proposed to call for- 
mally upon the unions for expressions of 
opinion as to the advisability of publicly 
stating a preference for the limitation of 
work to siz hours per day in some of the 
trades, perhaps beginning with the builders. 
One of the local labor leaders is quoted as 
saying he expects a conference to be held 
early in the coming winter between the em- 


pléyers and workers in the building trades in 
this city, after which the iatter hope to be 
‘able to act more intelligeutly in the matter 


than is possible now. At the annual meeting 
‘of the National Typographical Union at 
‘Louisville this week the President recom- 
mended the adoption of ‘a shorter working 
day as one of the things that should be striven 


for by the printing fraternity in the United | 


States, and euggested the accumulation of a 
large fund for the purpose of prosecuting the 
fight. 

It may be said that some of those who favor 
the chunge think they would stand a better 
chance of success if they made the demand 
for a day of seven hours than if they insisted 
‘on a limitation tosix hours. But about all

The 
great majority of tradee union agitators do 
not seém to have a comprehensien of the fact 
that the more money is paid out for labor the 
higher must be the selling or renting price of 
the product in order to make it pay the per- 
son who has the work done, and that if he has 
not a reasonable prospect of being able to sell 
or rent ata profit on the enhanced cost of 
production he is not likely to be willing to 
pay the higher price asked for the labor re-

lf all the labor that enters into the construc 
tion of such building would be induced to work 
for due-half of neir usual wages unquestionabiy 
the capital put in the buiid.ug would be secure. 
The material going into the buiiding can be 
bought at very advantageous prices at the pres- 
ont time. It is probab.e if anics 
who work on the job would work for half of the 
usual wages and men for 75 per cent 
these buildings could stili be put up at a cust that 
would protect the capital, and I have no douut 
that capital could be induced to take this chance. 

Of course mechanics and laborers would say 
that this is —— 2 low wages, but is it not 
betcer than nothi 

My plan would bo to offer these buildings for 
sa e when finished to the highest bidder, and if 
they sell for more than the cost, including neces- 
sary incidental expenses, ail over and above such 
cost would r among the ere ned 
ployed on the job, so that they wou 
market would afford then. for their labor, and 
the purchasers of the buildings, being among the 
poorer class of the people, would secure homes 
at a reasonable price. | 

I offer these suggestions hoping that the peo- 
ple who are studying this * may work 
something practicabie out of it.

At its last session Congress 
passed a bili, introduced by Col. Kiefer of this 
city, appropriatmg $10,000 for a survey to 
determine the feasibility of such a canal. The 
work, which will bein charge of Maj. Sears 
of the re’ corps of the United States 
Army, will begin this fall and it is hoped to 
have it completed before the Ist of January 
next. 

It being impossible to connect Lake Super- 
ior and the Mississippi without locks (the 
river at St. Paul being 180 feet higher than 
the lake), the prime question is that ofa 
water supply. This will be simple if it is 
found possible to usé the Mississippi asa 
leeder. The divide must of course be cut 
down to the level of the point where the canal 
beg ns. Ik it proves impossible to dispose of 
the divide in this way, then the canal must 
rise by a series of locks from the Twin Cities 
to the lowest possible point in 
the watershed ridge and theuce descend 
by more locks to Lake Superior. This plan 
necess.tates the prov.sion of a supply of water 
on the rum mit level. as water from either the 

ake or river is not here available. The mid. 

dle nurthern part of Minnesota comprises sec- 
tions of ewampy Countty, and it is believed 
that if the route of the canal is located con- 
tiguous to these swatnpy districts they may be 
easily uti wed in the construction of reser- 
voirs and for their supply.

Should this route be adopted 
the canal would run irom Super or to Mil.e 
Lacs, through the latter iake and down the 
Rum River to the Missi«eippi. 

As to the St. Croix route, as pointed out in 
the committee report on the Kiefer bill in 
Coungresé, the valley of the St. Croix irom the 
mouth of the river fifty miles north, directly 
toward Lake Superior, lies between hgh 
banks and has hardly a perceptible fall, be- 
ing a ready-made canal for that distance. 
Th.s was natura ly the objective point of the 
first commission that ever canvassed the sub- 
ject—the commission appointed in 1875 by 
Gov. (tow United States Senator) C. K. Da- 
vis. No practica: resuits cawe from the work 
of this commission and the project slum- 
bered until within the last year. 

In Routes 2 and 3, at Taylor’ s Falls, a rise 
of forty-two feet in two miles is encountered. 
In the next forty-eight miles seventy-two feet 
more must be ascended to reach the Snake 
River. All the St. Croix routes come thus far 
together, Rutes 2 and 8 propose to follow 
up the Kettle River, a western branch of the 
St. Crom, and cross the divide at a point 
where it is 5648 feet above Lake Superior. No. 
3 would descend to Superior Bay by the 
Nemadji River Valley, whiie No, 2 would 
crors to Knife River Falls on the St. 
Louis River, and descend to Duluth perhaps 
by the same course as the Mississippi River 
route. The advantage of a good lake harbour 
would be shared with the Mississippi River 
route, There are no lakes of importance 
1 mis? be used as feeders on the sum- 
mit level. 


Valley of the Brule Wel! Adapted. 


Route No, 4—East of the Nemadji River 
the first considerable stream is the Bois 
Brule, which has been selected as outiet No. 
4. The distance is about the same as via 
Routes 2 and 3, but the summit divide is 
e.ghty feet lower and the Valley of the Brule 
is mypch better adapted to canalization than 
the two routes to the west. Of stili greater 
importance is the fact that St. Croix Lake lies 
within five males ot the crest of the divide and 
only sixty feet below the summit, and is sup- 
posed to furnish a supply ef water which 
could be available for the summit level. The 
Bruie River, however, empties into Superior 
at a point where there is no natural harbor. 

Route No. 5, via Ashland, Wis.—The ex- 
treme eastern route eu ted takes advan- 
tage of the proximity of the headwaters of 
the Namecagon River, an eastern tributary of 
the St. Croix, and the White River, which 
empties into Lake Superior near Ashland 
Bay. Near the summit of the divide is 
Namecagon Lake, which could probably be 
used as a reservoir, The route is the longest 
of these via the St. Croix, and finds the di- 
vide 800 feet above the level of Superior. 
At the same time the divide seems 
much natrower than on some of the other 
routes, and a general survey of the map of 
Northern Wisconsin suggests that the possi- 
bilities of storage on the summitare much 
more favorab.e than along Route 2, 3, and 
4. It is possible that the 250 feet ot extra

One of the methods new resorted to for weight- 
ing silks is by an ingenious use of fin saits. In 
carrying out this process the bichioride is re- 
duced by water to 30°, Raume this being the 
strongest so.ution of the kind that can be em- 
pioyed with eafety. stronger being likely to in- 
jure the fiver; at 84° the silk becomes rough and 
va.uecliess, and at 40° the fiber is dissoi ved. e 
silk is well worked iu the solution until perfect- 
ly saturated, left two hours in the liquor, taken 
out and washed.

tweed gown and no wrap, and even the slight 
exertion of gathering flowers made me un- 
comfortably warm. 

1 uressed there outwardly exactly as I 
do here. Of course, I d to wear very 
heavy underclothing, and in winter deer- 
skin stockings, with the fur turned in, 
reachi above the knees, and sealskin 
bouts. latter were rather c:umsy, but 
very warm and comfortab:e. When I went 
deleting I wore a tong fur coat, which en- 
veloped me from head to foot. 

„No, indeed, we didn’t tive in ice huts, 
as the natives do, but in a good-sized, 
double house, which my bus designed 
and took with us all ready to set up. It 
had double doors and windows and was 
ined throughout with felt, but otherwise 
was like an ordinary frame cottage, and I 
took much pride in it. Theinterior did not 
differ materialiy from those of the houses 
you see every day. I had a Brussels curpet 
on my rlor floor, several comfortable 
rocking chairs, portidres, a few pictures, and 
the like. ‘ 

Well, yes, housekeeping in Greenland dif- 
fers necessarily from the housekeeping here. 
For one thing, every drop of water we used 
had to be meited from ice, and cans of to- 
matoes, corn. meat, and the rest had to be 
brought from the storehouse the day before 
and put on a high shelf to thaw ready for use. 
But that was reaily not as much trouble as to 
wash and pare vegetables betore cooking as 
we are obliged to do here. We were spared 
too the constant worry of try to think up 
something new every day. Circumstances 
did not permit much variety in our diet. The 
bunters kept us supplied with deer meat, 
which is very palatable, and we had plenty of 
canned vegetabies, but O how I did long for 
a taste of home cooking once in a whi.e. 
Throughout the whole journey back I could 
hardiy eat a mouthful of ship fare in antici- 
pation of ali the good thi awaiting me. 

»Our house there ona babtell throughout 
with oil. The first time I was in Greenland 
we u-ed coal, except in my room, where it 
was found the oil provided such an even 
tem perature that Lieut. Peary decided to 
heat the entire house with it.
